CHARACTERIZATION/BACKGROUND OF SUBJECT: 


Subject ANGELO LA PIETRA is known to the Chicago 
Division as the LCN "Boss” of the near south side Chicago 
neighborhood encompassing the 26th and Princeton Street/ 


Chinatown neighborhoods. LA PIETRA's Rise in the Chicago 
mob parallel that of his mentor, JAMES V. "TURK"/ TORELLO 
powerful mob boss of gambling and "juice" om thé west side 


and Cicero, Illinois, who died of cancer several years ago. 

LA PIETRA has an extensive arrest record dating back to 

March, 1938 when he was sentenced to 30 days in the House 

of Correction and one year of supervision for carrying a 
Concealed weapon. LA PIETRA was arrested several times in 

the 1940's on narcotics charges, served time in Federal prison 
and in March, 1947 was charged with "assault to rob" and 
"kidnaping" when he and two other men attempted a strong armed 
robbery on South Michigan Avenue. He was found guilty of the 
kidnaping charge and later fined $200.00 In the 1950's, LA 
PIETRA, TORELLO and JOSEPH "JOEY NEGAL's"\FERRIOLA operated 


as LA PIETRA's principal lieutenant and has also identified 
several) of the individuals, including JOSEPH FRANK ZA MANTIA, 
et al suspected or involvement 
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JAMES V. "TURK" TORELLO, although the youngest of the three, 
became BUCCIERI's underboss, enforcer and later his successor

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION: 


Investigation to date has resulted in the identification 


of significant members of the LA PIETRA Organization involved in 

control of gambling, loan sharking and collection of the illicit 

"street tax", i i NK LA MANTIA, FRANK CALABRESE, 
et al. Investigation to date,

AUSA Chicago, subpoenas issued and grand 
jury testimony taken in an attempt to perfect a RICO-IGB, 


ECT, Extortion case with ANGELO LA PIETRA targeted as the 
principal subject and head of an illegal criminal organization 
controlling these illegal activities. 


It is anticipated that successful completion of 
this investigation will result in the development of a 
prosecutable RICO case against subject ANGELO LA PIETRA 
and his principal lieutenants. Investigative plan contem- 
plates utilizing LCN control and involvement in the Federal 
crimes of Extortion, ECT, IGB as well as possible involvement 
in local crimes including Gambling, Extortion and possibly 
Bribery. At the present time, it is expected that the time 
frame for completion of the extensive investigation necessary 
in this matter is six months to one year in duration.

On May 10, 1984, a search was caused of the real 
estate index, 1820 Ridge Avenue, Evanston, Illinois, for 
information concerning title and ownership data concerning 
the residence of ANGELO LA PIETRA located at 250 West 30th 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. Records disclosed that this 
property was listed under permanent real estate index number 
17-28-426-017 for the legal description of lots 17 and 
18, block seven, title number 22438683. Records additionally 
disclosed that the title is held by the EXCHANGE NATIONAL 


BANK OF CHICAGO as trustee under trustee numb 2 and 
the last SSC is Chicago. be 
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During January and February, 1985, a number of 
attempts were made to locate and interview 
Chicago, Illinois, identified 
in the files of the Intelligence Section, Organized Crime 
Division, CPD, as a loan shark and card game operator, 


possibly reporting to LA PIETRA. Attempts were negative 
as well as attempts to locate 
Chi inoi a gambler and 
; Illinois, believed to be a 
wire room operator and thief. Attempts to locate these 
identified gamblers suspected of possibly being involved 
in regular "street tax" payments to the LA PIETRA "crew" 


have continued thus far with negative results. 


In addition, FRANK FURIO who previously operated 
CECCIO'S DELI located on Lawrence Avenue, one block west 
of Cumberland in Norridge, Illinois, identified through 
the captioned investigation as a close continuing associate 
of FRANK CALEBRESE, died as a result of an accident in 
à swimming pool in April, 1985. This information was verified 
by Detective[ ^ } Intelligence Section, Organized 
Crime Division, CPD. 


In April and May of 1985, periodic contact maintained 
with Commander ЗУ Vice Control Division, CPD, 
in an attempt to develope additional information concerning 
the gambling activities of ANGELO LA PIETRA "crew" as well 
as gambling activities of JOSEPH "SHORTY" LA MANTIA and 
his group operating in the vicinity of 26th Street and 
Princeton, Chicago. Commander [=], during his contact, 
indicated that he has assigned his gambling unit to aggressively 
investigate and prosecute all of LA PIETRA's gambling activities 
and would be willing to furnish copies of investigative 
reports on a regular basis to assist the Chicago Division.
